The  Engine  Houses,  the  Engines,  and  all  the  apparatus,  have  been 
examined  and  found  in  good  order.    P^leven  fires  have  occurred  dur- 
ing the  past  year.    The  first  was  at  the  house  of  Mrs  Olive  Winch, 
25 
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June  4th,  occasioned  by  fire  crackers.  The  shingles  of  the  roof  were 
burned  for  the  space  of  fifteen  feet  square.  The  fire  was  extinguished 
before  the  engines  arrived.  Tubs  1  and  2  were  on  the  ground,  and  3 
came  as  far  as  the~  centre  of  the  Town. 

The  second  fire  was  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Josiah  Gibbs,  June  7th, — 
caught  from  a  defect  in  the  chimney.  The  house  was  destroyed.  Loss 
$1600.  Insurance  $1200.  No  alarm  was  given  at  South  Framing- 
ham.  Nos.  1  and  2  were  very  promptly  at  this  fire,  considering  the 
distance,  and  saved  the  wood-shed,  containing  a  considerable  quantity 
of  wood. 

The  third  fire  nearly  destroyed  the  Drying-house  of  the  N.  E. 
Worsted  Co.,  at  Saxonville,  June  10th.  Cause  unknown.  The  whole 
Department  was  present  at  this  fire,  and  an  immense  quantity  of  wa- 
ter was  thrown  by  the  Engines  and  by  the  forcing-pump  of  the  Mills, 
before  the  fire,  which  was  confined  to  the  wool  in  the  building,  was 
extinguished.    Loss  $3000.    Insurance,  $2400. 

The  fourth  fire,  August  12th,  destroyed  the  barn  of  Mr  Josiah  Ab- 
bot. Cause  unknown.  Loss,  $700.  Insurance,  $535.  Engines  1, 
2  and  3  were  at  this  fire,  but  for  want  of  water  accomplished  but  little. 

The  fifth  fire  broke  out  from  a  small  barn  owned  by  Mr  Edward 
Davis,  and  near  the  Catholic  Church  at  Saxonville.  Cause  unknown. 
The  barn,  with  some  hay  and  a  horse  owned  by  Mr  McDermot,  were 
consumed.  The  house  of  Mr  Davis  was  injured  by  the  fire,  but  was 
saved  from  destruction  by  the  prompt  exertions  of  the  firemen.  Loss 
$100.  No  insurance.  No.  2  was  on  the  ground,  distance  about  half 
a  mile,  in  five  minutes  after  the  alarm  was  given,  and  extinguished  the 
fire.  Engines  1  and  3  arrived  in  good  time,  but  too  late  to  be  of  ser- 
vice. Had  no  Engine  been  present  at  this  fire,  nothing  could  have 
prevented  the  destruction  of  four  dwelling-houses  and  one  stable. 

April  2d,  a  fire  broke  out  in  the  Planing  and  Grist  Mill  of  Mr 
Nathan  Haynes,  at  Saxonville.  The  greater  part  of  the  firemen  were 
absent  at  the  Town  Meeting.  About  a  dozen  firemen  of  No.  2,  brought 
their  Engine  to  the  fire,  (about  a  quarter  of  a  mile)  and  were  throw* 
ing  water  in  six  minutes  after  the  alarm.  No.  1  was  soon  on  the 
ground,  and  No.  3  came  up  as  soon  as  could  be  expected.  No.  2 
threw  two  streams  of  water,  and  No.  1  one  stream.  To  the  astonish- 
ment of  every  body,  as  the  wind  was  high,  and  the  weather  cold, 
freezing  the  water  to  the  clothes  of  the  firemen,  the  lower  story  of  the 
Mill  was  mostly  saved.  The  fire  caught  from  a  stove  in  the  second 
story.    Loss  $3000.    Insurance  $2000. 

The  remaining  fires  were  of  little  account  in  their  results;  they 
occurred  in  Saxonville,  and  were  generally  extinguished  without  the 
aid  of  the  Engines.    Company  No.  2,  at  Saxonville,  has  been  called

out  fifteen  times  since  the  first  of  May  last ;  eleven  times  to  fires,  and 
four  times  to  false  alarms.  This  Company  have  altered  the  outlet 
and  brakes  of  their  Engine  (a  great  improvement)  at  their  own  ex- 
pense— $40.00.  '  They  have  also  paid  for  four  torches,  $10.00.  These 
items  of  $50,  appear  in  this  report  as  the  property  of  the  Town. 
This  Company,  with  the  aid  of  their  friends,  have  placed  a  fire-bell 
upon  their  new  Engine  House,  (to  be  rung  only  in  case  of  fire)  at  an 
expense  of  $100.  The  expense  at  Saxonville  the  past  year,  has  been 
very  large,  but  so'  far  as  this  board  is  concerned,  unavoidable.  We 
have  at  Saxonville  a  very  powerful  arm  of  our  Department,  and  it  ap- 
peass  to  the  Board  that  nothing  more  except  ordinary  repairs,  will  be 
needed  there  for  a  long  term  of  years.  Their  Engine  House  is  ele- 
gant, well  arranged,  and  is  not  used,  except  for  the  regular  meetings 
and  legitimate  business  of  the  Company.  Our  whole  Department  is 
in  admirable  condition  for  active  duty,  and  our  firemen  have  shown 
themselves  to  be  energetic  and  brave.  We  have  only  to  answer  their 
questions  "  where  is  the  fire?"  and  "  where  is  the  water?"  when  a 
commingling  of  these  elements  soon  settles  the  question  of  "  loss," 
and  leaves  us,  if  it  be  in  the  night  time,  in  total  darkness.
